per bale, or for the proceeds of one acre of |

The sverage vield of corn i3 from thirty-five
to forty bushels to the acre, and the prices
vary from thirty cents to seveunty-five cents per
bushiel. Corn therefore to cotton stunds as
does 230 to $200. Wheat will average not
more than twenty bushels to the acre, aund
averages in price from 75 cents to $1:75.
Wheat, therefore, would stand to cotton as,
say S35 to $200.

The soil and climate of Southern Illinois are
excellently well adapted to the prolific growth
of ¢otton, and certaiuly 13 cnlture is fully as
pleasant and requires but little more physical
or manual labor than does the culture of wheat
or cormn.

sdroitly laid for the purpose, but on the read-
ing of the President’s dispatch, the ordinance
wag immediately taken up and passed, amid
cheering and great enthusiasm, there being but
a few negative votes. The propesed amend-
ment to submit it to a vole of the people was
not adopted.

The ordinance, which was passed for the or-
ganization, in some of the ecounties, of a mili-
tia force, to suppress outlawry, has, 1t is under-
stood, the approval of the national military
forces.

Resolutions were adopted requesting the
President to restore to the people of North
Carolina their constitutional rights, to remove
the military aud to transfer civilian prisoners
to the civil authorities.
